He had come to the thxone 
of ScrvJand in 156.75 and after -the death of 
Queeii' Elizabeth, "iti^ i6b4, he XucceecJed^ 
to the crown of Engloi^d* Thus came the 

' fariiily of th^ Stewarts to reign over the

In their pal&ge they met with the Lion, 
opt. Brett, anii two other EnglMhmea of 
Var, with a fleet of merchq{itmen under 
convoy.

Lion and^the Elizabeth maintained a 4ef]^- j 
rate fight, until night caoie and fevedr-the, j 
ktter, who rail oiF, and got into Breft' in o, ' 
inofl'J^rible condition. Her cafjtafti' and ' 
about 7^^ user: were killed, and: double the^ 1 
number wounded* Sb^ bad m board ^y 
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large fiini of money, and arms for feveral ^ 
thoufand meii, all defigned for the fervice ' 
of Afqanius in S<;otlandr' 

The frigate arrived among the Sc6tch 

" ifles,. and" after hovering about feveral days 
p\it ifjto the €ountfy of Lochaber ; and there 
Afcanius^ wh only feven attendants, land« 
ed, and went diredly to the houfe of Mr* 
^M ^Donald 'of Kinlock-moidart. Here he 
rjemained ii^private feveral week3, while 
fome of the^iighland chiefs were getting 
the clans together y in order to declare open* 
ly for him, and to endeavour ^rft to reduce 
Scotiimdr By the middle of Auguft they had 
affembled about i&taq men, coafiftiBg of ' 
thfe Stuarts of Appk, the M^Donaw of 
GJengary, the Camerons of Lochiel, and o^ 
thers.

Afcanius mw. prepared ta march fopth^ 
ird^iwith a vfew of taking the city of Edin- 
ifgh : .Mean lrine,Gope having collected 
\ the Hng^s forces in Scotland, and armed 
e militia, niarched for the Highlands in 
left ef Afcanius j who not chufing to rifk 
b^ttie in his infant ftate of affairs, gave th^ 
d.general the flipover the mountains, and^ 
sptember 4. entered Pgrth without relif- 
nee. The news' being cajgpied to Corpe, 
hx>wasgot to Invernefs^aitc^V'avery fa-

could be back from Aberdeen, 

While both paiues were thus" advancing* 
•lov/ard the -metropolis, the inhabitants wtve 
prepai*ing for a vigorous refinance : But the 
Prmce having many friends in the city? na - 
foener came near it, than a treaty . of fur- 
render was entered upon^ and the ifth the' 
prov\)ft admitted him into it ; hoxvaevcTj the 
brave, tho'^very old, gen. -Gueft, retired 
•with a few regulars into the caltle, wjiich 
be held for thekiAg. While the Prince was * 
entering the city, . Gope was debarking his 
/troops at Dunbar, within two 4ays march of " 
Edinburgh, and being there joined by briga- 
. dier Fov^^e^ with Hamilton *!i and Gardiner's 
dragoons, marched the 19th, and encamped 
that ^ night near Haddington. Marching 
early next n^orning, they arrived atPreflon'. 
pans. in the evening," where they perceived

He was de- 
Ibrted. in the battle by his own regimeut of 
dragoons ; but,* alighting from his horfe, he i 
pined the infantry who kept the field,: and '^ 
fought on foot with iurprifing intrepidity. 
This gentlemen, who preferred an honour-^ 
able death to an ignominious flighty fell, 
covered with wounds, in fight of his own 
"nthrefhold* ^MaAy'odier principai officers^ 
were defoerately wounded, and a confidera- 
ble nuniDer of the common prifMfers. All '■ 
the caiuip.n^ te^ts, ^c^ qf the>vanquifeed j 
were taken* * ♦ \ , 

The general had the good fortune to 
^efcape to Berwick, .as did the earls of Lou- '•"-. 
4Qn a*id Hurn^ > asid t)rig. Fov/ke and col* 
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Lafcelles got fafe to Dunbar. This wat cal- 
led the battle of Prefton-psms, or byTome the 
battle of Seaton, from two little towns near 
which it was fought ; t)ut is more properly 
called the battle of Gladfmuir, which was 
the field of aftion, a x'uide barren heath, about ' 
7 miles eaft from Edinburgh* We have n^ 
. certain account of the number of Cope's 
army ; the regiments he had were thofe of 
Gardiner, Hamilton, Lee, Guife, Murray,- 
Lafcelles imd Louden 5 but of thefe almoll 
cvjry one wanted near a third of /their com- 
plement : and in all they are fuppofed not 
to have exceeded 4oooy fullers, Sj'r, t^c, in- 
cluded. The viftors did not exceed 340Q, 
abpve two fifths of which did not fight. 

From this viftory. Afcanius reaped confi- 
derable adtantages. It infpircd his follow- 
ers with counge, intimidated his enemies, 
and. niany, who^ before that time, a6ted 
, upon the referye, now crouded to bis ftand- ' 
ard. This vidory, alfo, put his army in 
pofl'eflion of fire arms and ammunition^ ixx 
which they were, formerly JU provided. 
He now returned in triumph to Edinburgh, . 
loaded with the fpoils of bis late vidory^- 
where he took up his, refidence in Che pa- 
lace pf Holyrood-houfe. He levied an ar- 
my in' Edinburgh and the neighbourhood >' 
. irppofcd tax«.3 ; compelled the city of Glaf- 
gow to i\xxijki liim with a large fum } and 
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laid all the^ country round under, contiibii- 
tion, ' Thefe things he judgod neGeffarY^ to 
enable Uim to carrv on his enterprize^mth 
vigour, money being tli^^ nerves of war. 

/vVe cannot help dlvfervaag the condaft 
of the French court, -on this cccaiicn c 
.When they had heard he had gained a -^ie- . 
fbry^ ths^y fuppli^d him with money, artiU 
if vy "and r-mmunition ; his intereft with theni 

.. ieemed to depend :on the fuccefs of his arms. 
Afcanius did not fitidMb many in the*- 

, kiagdoiu efpoiifehis cairie as he^fas made- 
to beiitive* The greater part of the king- 
dom xlid not fayour his family and pretenli- 
ORs y btit they werje unarmed and urtdifcip- 
liired,- ajid, therefore, could make ho re- 
fiibncrc* Even, m the Highlands, vdiere 
Afc:anius thought a good part oF his intereft 
ky, there were found many friends to the 
goveri^ment ; and who, in the moft open 

v. mannerV ^avowed their loyalty. Argyle- 
•irmedhis yaflals } the Earl of Sutherland 
brought to the field 1200 mea; Sir Alex-, 
ander McDonald and the Laird of 
\M*^Leod fent 2000 hardy iflanilers -from 
Sky, for the fervice of th-e government :^ 
and many other claiis appealed under their 
feveral potent • ehiefe. , There. Hvas alfo a: 
body of gentlemen, who ferved on horfe*- 
back a; their own expence, fliling them-, 
felve.s the Royal Hunters^ of which gen Or; 
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glcthorpe had the command :- futely the 
Ikcred/ flame of liberty glowed warmly itl'y 
the bicQ^iff^ of' tbefe gemlemen, -who Itood ' 
focth in the caufe of their country-, on 
fuch honourable *crms ! 
."At the fany time Duncan Forbes, cf<|; 
l9rd prefident Q^' the court of feflion in Scot- 
land, Extremely diftinguilhed' himfelf there, 
by his ae^ahibis the G<sorgi'aj[|,vime»eft ; and 
it was priniSf>alTy by his n^^j^iis that a coii-

agents into England, and received intelfi-' 
gence of ^-hat \vas,doing there both by his 
friends and enemies d -And tho' he had the - 
mortification; to find, contrary to the afiiir^' 
cinces-he had received, that the former, were^ 
but fbiv, yet he ftill inHexihly rcfolved to 
pulh or* the dariijg attempt, haviDcr L;:iy,-a'3- -. 
he pubiicly fignifed, a Cio\^ n or a Coflirr 
in viev/. He hoped tnat by his prcfence-' . 
in Fnglarxd' he fcoxili be abijj to ,jnit hew "^

Thus cheered, the .AJl^enturers ftill went 
Southward, until they came within the bor- 
ers of Staffordfhire, where th^ duke lay 
with an army to intercef)* them : Wade 
Was alfo marching after them^^hrough York- 
ihife, intending to put thAn betwe^a two 
fires. Thus was this little ^tmy encircled 
by the Englifh, imablc to proceed, any way: 
without meeting an army treble their num- 
ber ? for even yet they did not exceed 7400. 
men, not having been joined by more tlian 
500, lince their entering England. 

I mu^ not fairget to mention, that in c- . 
very xity and market-town through wbith . 
Afcanius p?ifed, he took pofleilion of i|t for 
his fath^., by proclaiming him ; 'for inftance, 
in Carlifl6„ Penrith, Kendal, lAncafter, Pref- 
ton, Wigan; Burton, Manchefter, Stock- 
poit^ Macclesfield) Congleton y the two laft 
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iSi Chefliire. At Congkton, finding his 
inarch foathward abfolutelv ftopped by the

Ojukr line, withm t^- miles of Congleton, 
tie rcfolved to turn off" eaftward to Leek in 
S^ordfiiire, and fo through the Moorlands 
into Derby {Hire, %narching^eaft by fouth till 
Ike got to D^rby town, where he would-be 
n&irer I«on^qJ^fi^4h^ £nglij(h. This re ^ 
folutian wis' the mo(t^ru(^t he could take, 
. in the circtlitrftancae t^p.^yaslfr j for it would 
have been maAiefs to .ehgage 'the Engliffi 
jarmy, not only (yperlbr in number, bu< a- 
bounding in' all neceffaries; nor had they, 
\>een harafled by. forced marches, asi^the, 
troops of Afqamiis 'yere, who wanted ne* 
ceifary ..refremmeiitt ^H^n the other- hand, 
had th^ fo ^che ba^Hhe way they came, 
that \v^^ld4yive been at'liace to forfeit eve-

tvouid ^ admit. NeVertheiefs, difcpvering 
that a Tubfcriptibn hid been here fet on foot 
by. the Englffh party, and already pretty' 
fall, the Adventurers procured a copy cJt 
the fubicription lift, and made ths to;v;i pay 
the money to them. They alfo pblig^^dthe^ 
people of Derby to furnifh tbern wiih many^ ^ 
neceflUries at an eafy price.

The city of Edinburgh, now again in-the

*ihhim/ However^ thfe tOAVn bejhg of no 
great ftrei^gth, thopgh the icaftle is, the ia- 
' habitants, after fome hours fpent in treaty^ 
obtained their own terins of fuit^ilder, and 
^iiext morning tl]fe Adventurers took^pioffef- 
'fion :' but tJie^refolutc old Bldckney Retired 
Hvith lii^ trpbps intty the caftfe, determfeted 
•to defend it tb the laft extremity. He was 

again ftimmoned to furrender^ but to as little* 
•purp'ofe as before J and^ thereforfe', Aftanius 
^ ' prepared to bffie'ge it m forja wkh what ar-^ 
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tiHery he had, which w^s infufficietit for io 
confiderable an undertaking. 
' Mean while, lieut. geja. Hawley, comman-_ 
d^r in chief of the Englilh forces in Scot- 
land, was affembling a ftrongjtho' not numer- 
ous, r.rmy in the neighbourhood of Edin- 
burgh ; and having all things in order, hq 
determined totaarch to the relief of Stirling 
caftle, but firft he'detacheci brigadier gen. 
Hu(ke, (who^jvas next in command under 
Hawley) with^part of the army, to diflodgc. 
the earl of Kilmarnock from Falkirk, wher€ 
he lay w4th the yogmg ^dvehturer's hprfe, 
and whl^h being - of little . dfe in a* fiege he • 
-tefd'pbfted'at this town, which lies in the . 
&T&& road from Edinburgh to Stirling. On 
the- firft intelligence of Hufke's approach, 
Kilniarnock I'etired to the reft of the army 
«at Stirling, not having forqes enough to en- 
gage the brigadier general's^ troops 5 arid 
*tnus tlieroad b^ing opeiJcd, thx^ wole En- 
glifli army marched to Falkirk, where Afca- 
nifis refolved to give them the meeting. 

Afcanius*s affuirs were notnow in the fame 
fituation as when he was in JEngland, thea. 
eniSrcIed by the' Englifli, apd ^without the 
leaft pTofpeft of any reinforcemema in cafe. 
<oi a deteat, it was the highefl prudence in ' 
. him \6 avoid )an engagemeht, and letife int^ 
Scotland before his retreat was cut off: But

The Englifli at fir ft (after quitting the 
field) determined to keep polTeflion of" f heir 
camp^ and wait to fee if Afcanius would at- 
tempt to diflodge them : put the rain com- 
i|ig neavy^ the tents were fo wet, and fo riiiidh 
of their ammunition fpoikd, that it was judg- 
ed proper to order the troops to th6 town of 
Linlithgow that night, purely SW" the fake of 
ihelter : Next day they continued their re- 
treat, and in the evening took up th^ir for- 
mer quarters in and about Edinburgh, where 
they examined -JntO' theSr^ofs^ and miffed 
ftiore offieers.in progortiori than men; Tiius 
far all the fafti I have mentioned, relating 
to the ineinorable battle of -Falkirk^ are * 
admitred-by the Englifh ; let us now confult " 
the otlier party.

beagain fummbned BlacJkney,who anfwered, 

* That he had always been looked upon aV

In this (lege we fliall at pr^fent leave the 
^Adventurers engaged, but without any pro- 
grefs, difappointed of the fuccours they ex- 
peiSked from Frante and Spain, and veiy 
much perplexed to find means of fubfifting 
their troops. * • ^ ^ 

When the news of the battle of FalkjrkT 
reached London, the govfimment thought' 
it highly neceflary to take more vigpr<>u& 
meafures for defeating the defigns oiF the 
once more, formidable Afaaniua, who was 
now more Mreaded by jhe Englifti than 
ever. The army in Scotland was fo con- 
fiderably reinforced as to fr^e the Englifh 
from their apprehenfions of the furth^' 
prpgrefs'of the^ Adventurers ,; .^t as -art 
invafion by the French and Spaniards ^wras 
yet to be feared in England, it was judged 
unfafe to fend many of its forces into Scot- 
hnd. The Heffian troops in Britiilti pay, 
then lying in the neighboiiTrhood of Ant- 
weq>;^ere ordered into the northern parts cf 
Britain ^ iome 6f them landed in the north, 
of Englandj'Others in the fouth of Scotland,. 
and immediately were affembled in th^ 
neighbourhood* of EdinbjLirgh, under th<j" 
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inceof Hefle, who had married a daugh« 

X of the king of England. 
The troops under Hawley were extremely 
jaortified at theit late difgracp, and ardenfly 
fviifaed for a Ipeedy opportunity of retriev- 
mg fheir fhououn In order to this they 
were every day -bufied in preparations for 
marching to the relief of the gallant old 
'Plackney, who ftill continued to d^end 
Stirling eaftle with courage and conftaticy.^ 
ii a few days the Englifh army was in ^U 
tefpefts in a* better condition than before 
die aQion at Falkirk ; and to animate the 
troops ftill more^ Jan. 30. the young duke 
arrived at Edinburgh, » He- was received by 
jthe army as its guardian angel, whole pre* 
fdice was a fure omen of vidoty \ in Ihort, 
fais arrival banjflied all remembrance of the 
late difagreeabie affair, and the foldiers ex- 
preffed unufual ardour to be led againft the 
memy, bad ^s liie weather ftill continued. 

The aftive and indefatigable duke re- 
viewed the troops th^ day after his arrival 
^t Edinburgh, and immediately marched 
them towards Stirling m two columns, con- 
lifting of 14 battalions, befide^ the Ar*^ 
gyiefliire fampbels, and Cfobhanv's and 
Ker's drs^oons. »The firft night, Feb. ift, 
^ght battalions of this armytoofc quarters 
at Lirfith^ow, where the duke himfelf lay-r^ 
tligadier JWprdaunt with fix ba^taf|iqnf

for battle^ were repaffing ihe Forth witS 
great preci^itaticni ; <i-4d, l:o -confirm this in- 
tel%ence, they Taw all the ad'vanced guards 
retiring from tb^r pofts in gr-eat hafte and 
confufion. This nev^ was foon after put 
out of all d6ubt by tflle noife of two great

Mordaunt to put himfelf at the head of t^ '

accorSiugly the brigadier halted there till' 
the next day at noon, when the duke, with, 
the reft' of the lT;iiy, joined them.— Having

To this end he called a council*of war, to 
Vhich he communicated his purpofe, and 
it was approved by the oiEcers and tUe chiefs 
of the clans. Howeyer, when the troops 
were ordered to inarch, the liowlanders, 
(Iruck with a fydd^n ^ani^ on the retreat 
of the detached corpe from Falkirk to Tor- 
wood, and the approach of the duke witb 
fai army treble their number^ were found 
to be all in diforder and confufion, fcattered 
;ibouJ the fields, and, as it.feemed, prepar- 
. Ing rather to fbift for themfelves. than to 
advance againft the enemy. In Vain did 
their leaders endeavpur to re-infpire them 
with frefc courage, the daftardly Low- 
landers were not to be reanimated : Not i 
even tlie prefence of the undaunted Afcanius, [ 
who himfelf appei^red among them : not all 
his commands, intreaties, reproaches, ex- 
Ixortations, in the lead availed ; they- at* H 
tended to nothing 'but their unaccountable . 
panic, and abfohitely declared, they would ' 
not facrifice themfclves, nor madly throyr 
away their lives, by engdgihg ^n enemy i 
Jo vaftly iupea^ior bod) in number and con- ^ 
4ition. Afcanius, feeing that it was vx ] 
vain to wafte bi^ preck)us iifnutes on thde^^

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wiA his trufty Highlanders, woull abide

f lilies both from home and abroad fell much 
iho^t of his expeftatioji, and his people be- 
gan to grumble for their pay, and demanded 
Sicir arreai*s, ^yKich could not^ be fpeedrly 
•fetisfied : A fure prefage of the ruin of 
•k|§. whble party. Let us now return to

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to feize or deftroy* This was executed

great reibtujtion, but were at taft moft o£ 
. them cut to pieco^ 5 however^ they fold their 
lives very deaTc The duke, of KingftonV 
horfe did not come off much better^ the cor- 
net who commanded them efcapmg with on- 
ly one third of liis menr But this accident 
made the duke's peopfc more circumfpeft

Slapletcn, who commanded the fiege by di« 
r ffibns from Aftanius, had fent a letter

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Sctk replied, Iwifl receive tlo Iteers frbm 
rebels^ and £»n detetni^iedto defend the 
fctt to iht hft extremity^.

However, about ten 
that night they opened another bomb 
battery near the bottom of the Cow-hill^

wounded. Beiides^ve cheijs of money atidl 
a confiderable quamity of aJms, the vidors 
took 156 officers, foldiers and fallows, pri-i 

, fon^Ts, with whom they embarked on board 
the. Sheemds, and'iail?ii dire^ly for Aber- 
deen, in company with another prize which 
capt. O^Brian had taken in the Orkneys* 
The money, cxclitifiv^ of one cheft whidt 
was ntiffing, and S^Kat had been taken out/; 
of another^ that wa«*:broken, aijiCimted tor^^ 
1 2,500 guineas ; smd amongft the prifonerg 

-weie 41 v^xperienxred officers,^ who had 
bci^n long either in the French or Spanilh 
fervice. . - / ^ 

At the fame time that Afqaniui tm^vff^i. 
fo many df his forces attacking fort Willijimt 
fee fent another body, commanded' by lord * 
George Murray, to make a like attempt 
upoii the caftle of Blair, the ];)rincipal &^t 
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of the duke of Athol, but of no great force, 

. and in which there was onlyt-a finall garri* 
fon under the command of fir Andrew 
Agnew; which fiege, or rather blockade, 
lord George raifed with the fame hurry orx 
the approach of the earl of Crawford, with a 
party , of Eriglifb and Heffians, as StapIetoA- 
did that pf fott William, upon the very famis 
day, atid from the very fame motives. 

Having thus, in;;^sysj||lir and fuccinftai 
manner as poffibjfej, run thro* all tb^ opera^ 
tions of the AdVentuYeJ-si and Ihewn how 
thcirv fcveral boCies wei^ drawn off, in or- 
der to join the ^orps under Afcanius at In- 
vernefs and enable hi^i to make a (land 
tliere,in cafe the duke of'Cumberlandihbulcl 

. pay him a vifit owthat fid^ the Spey j let us 
now return, to the httter, ]*hom wqleftprov 
perly difpofcd to march, *s focn as the fea- 
ibn and roads would <^ermit, in hope^ of 

' putting Sin end to all .the future hopes of 

Afcanius by one general and decifive affion. 

The duke's troops, notwithftanding the 

' feverity of the winter, and the fatigues 
they had mdured by making a double cam- 
paign, were at the beginning of April fo 
wdi refrefli^d, and in fuch excellent order, 
ihat they were in all refpefts fit forfervice ; 
and fo far from apprenending any thing 
from the impetuofity of the * Highland 
Adventurers, or the a^ivantage th^ had in 
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lying behiad a very deep and rap^d river, 
that they (hewed the greateft eagernefs to 
enter upon adlion.. Bkt tho' the duke en- 
couraged,' and took every* poffible meafure 
to keep up this ardour ip his army, yet 
he afted with great deliberation^ and did not 
move til) the weather w;is fettleil, and there 
was ho danger that the cavalry fhould (uffcr 
for want of fdrage. 

At length, Aprii 8.th, the Georgian army 
moved from Aberdeen^, and encamped the 
lith at Cullen, where the earl of Albemarle t 
joined them : Here all the troops bein^ 
affembled^ the duke gafve orders for th^r . 
immediately paffing th^ river Spey. > Mean 
time, Afcanias was continually bufied in at 
council of war, which was held day and 
night, and in which it was debated whe- 
ther or hot they fhbuldTtiffer the (Georgians 
to jiafs the river, 'afid then come to aaion, , 
or whether thiey fhoiild, detend the' banks 
in order to gain time, by obliging the duke^ 
to reniain on the other fide. Afcanias with/ 
the warjnthof a young general, argued for 
the latter meafure j but ,moii of the other 
chiefs were of opinion that it would be lefs 
hazardous to adhere to the firft. Tlte old

The Qpble old brd pronomiced the latteb 
part of this fpeech with fo warm an empha^^

ever, after* a long debate, it was r^folved toi 
.follow tSie marquis'^ advice^ and fuffer the^ 
<a£mj to pafs th^ rivet without oppofitioit} 



and,inc2b(i rime, Afcanius prepared to attack 
the duke : Nor was he difhearteaed by his ^ 
e)ttemy*s fuperior numbers, whomi, however, 
he did not defpife, tho* h^had already twicp 
variquilhed them^ and much lefs did he 
defpijfe the known Valour and capacity of 
the duke, afpiring to no greater honour 
than the vanquifhing fo noble an enemy. 

Early in the raojning, April 1 2th, fifteen ^ 
companies of Englifh grenadiers, the Argyle-. 
jEhire.and other Highlanders pf that party, 
and^all the duke*s cavalry, advanced towards 
the Spey, under the conduft of the duke/ 
aflifted by major gen. Hu{ke. They no 
fooner arrived on the banks of the river 
that! the cavalry began to pafs it, under cover 
of two pieces of cannon. Mean thne, about 
2000 Adventurers, who had polled withiii 
Teen of this J>€irt of the river, retired as the 
enemy paffed over, and thereupon Afcanius^ 
began to call in his out-parties, as was be* 
fore related. 

Kingfton's horfe were the firft that for- 
ded the river^ fuftained i>y the grenadiers 
•4nd* Highlanders ; the. foot waded over as; 
faft as they arrived, and tho' the Water- 
was rapid, and in fome places fb deep that 
it camfeup to their breafts, they went thro* 
mtt). great cheerfulnefs, and without a«y 
•^ther lojTs than one dragoon and four tvomen. 
"Ihe d^keV ,army march,ed* to, Elgin audi' 
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Forres the fame day, and from thence to 
Nairn, where t;hey hahed the 15th- -Mean 
time, Afcanius was bufied in preparing^ ta 
attack the enemy, in encouraging his troops, 
and coUeding his men^ which, however, he 
had not time to do, and fopie of the clans 
did not arrive till it was too late : In (hort, 
his army at this time did aot amomit to 
more than 7000 men ; So tha^ it was no 
extraordinary thing for the Georgians, 
nwch fifperior in number, to defeat them, 
when animated and ivifplred by the prefence 
and noble example, of io gallant a general as 
the duke. 

The memorable battle of CuHoden was • 
fought on the i6th of April, 17^46. Afca* 
nius. had formed a defign of furprifmg his 
enemies the 15th, while they were at 
Nairn, but was preventSi Uy ,the vigilance 
and ftriA difcipline ofthc duke. The fcene 
of battle was a moor, not far from I^iv^rnefs^ 
and near lord prefident Forbes^s houfe, 
called CuUodeu-^houfe, and from, which/the ' 
battle took its name. We have had feverat 
accounts of this important aftioii, but the 
. cleareft as well as moft authentic is that . 
difpatched by the duke of Cumberland to . 
the king his father, dated InYernefs, Apri! 
18th ; and to this I think it belt to adhere;

I have endeavoured, as mmh as my ca- 
pacity or intef eA would admit, to. be fervicet'^ 
able to the crown on all occafions: ; ajfid even 
at the breaking out of the rebellion, J wa^ 
jR> far from approyihg their m^furcs, or 
ibewing the ieaft pron^snefs to pro»i<He^bet» 
laiiiatural fcheme> that by my iatereft in 
KiUnamQcJs, and places adjacent, Ipireventir 
€id numbers from jc^ning them,, and enn 

.couraged the country as much as pioffible^ 
to continue Srm to their allegi»cje. 

When that unhappy how arrivt^ in 
ijWch I became a party, which, was nojb titt 
ifter the battle of Preftpn-Pans, I wa$ fax 
froiiv being a perfon of anycwifequenca 
tmon^ them.

, He wis, with his brother, taken at Pret- 
ton/ tried,; convifked andlcondemned, but 
ifeveral times refpited, and probably would 
have been pardoned, had he not, with 13 
pthers, made his efcape out of a room cal- 
led the Cattle *n Newgate, thro' a fraall 
door which had been atcidentally left open 
leading to the mafter-fide dgbtors, whcr6

He immediately got a paffagc to France^ 
and from thence followed the pretender to,

Lord Lovat wai hwpeachcd by the Gom- 
mons. Aftd^r the articles of Impeachment 
\vere restd to hfen, he made a lofig fpe^ch

cmimcrated divers inftjCnccs of the great 
fervice he did the goV«ernnient in, extin-i 
guifhing ^h^ rebelli<Jf in' 1715. 'He like- 
"wife took notice oPhisinfirmities ; particu* 
ferly^ his deafhefs.: and faid he had not 
heard on^ word of the (Charge againft him* 
He was convided npon the evidence of hi^

ir e; it ispfeafanf and glorious- id die et: fa^ 
trioU He furyeyed the cto'ud with attenv 
tipn, ...examined the aote,' jefted with the 
executioner, and laid his head iipcm the 
Wock with the utmoft indifference. Ftoni 
thisvlaft fcehe of his life, one would have 
concluded that he went on prmciples ; that 
•fie was thoroughly perfuaded he ' died a 
mariyt for patriotifni j and, fliat-he ha^ 
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4^^;(/$tfciena void rf <ffpui towards God and 
towards nunL 

Befide^ thefe, :tliere were feveral others, 
^ ^f lef$ diftui6Hon, Iconvi&ed and executed ^ 
1 7 o$cers of the^ rebel army were hange4 
at Kenfington-commpn, near Londdtif ^ 
were^put to death in the {ante manner at 
Carlifle, 6 at Brumpton, &v^n at Penrith^ 
lufd II at York ; fome few obtained p^r^ 
dons^ and a confid^able nui)<iber were 
tran4K)xted to the plantadons. 

There- were fome circumftancas hi the - 
manner of the execution df fome of the >cri* 
ininalsj on this occafion, ivhich. cannot but 
give offence to a humane anddelicate mind } 
before they were quite dead, they we're 
*eut down from the gallo-sys, their heads 
diffevered from their bodies, their bowels 
and hearts torn out, and fome of theia 
tiirown into a fire : P^srhaps this was rather 
cruelty than juftice ; and yet,*if we con& 
der the extraordinary circu^pftances of their 
crimes, thefc things were in. fome meafure' 
necefi'ary ; not, inde,^d, when considered, 
under the notion of juftice executed upon 
the criminals, but to give all a dreadful 
impreffion oP the heinoufnefs of the crim^ 
ot rebellion againft the 'ftate, and thereby 
deter them, fro;n all .fuch trea!bnaWe prac*^ 
. ticfes; /. # ' 
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Pity it is, that, in fomfe. infl^nces, there 
ihouldbe«a clafhing betwixt the feelings of^ 
humanity, and thofe of felf-prefervafion,— 
Shocking as the circumrfances of the exe* 
cution were, yet, we find, that, at that 
time, many of the fpeftators gave loud 
Ihouts of applaufe :' the triumph of ignoble 
fouls, unirdpired by fentiment, and infehfi- 
ble to the tender amd delicate feelings qf 
humanity ! The mmd, indeed, mult ne« 
ceflarily difapprove the crirtie, and condemn 
the criminal ; but, to give fhouts of applaufe 
at the fufferings of our fellow-creatures, 
betrays a rude and lavage difpofitiom : how- 
ever, indeed, it was fcarce to be expeded, 
that the blind Englifli mob *, whcr are ftu- 
pid and infenfibld in every thing, fliould 
polfefs the fine feelings of the heart. 

* The fame blind, ftupid, and infenfible turn qT 
iailtd feems to run through the rabble is all nsiions* ^ 
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AFTER the ICghlanders gave way at 
the battle of CuUoden, the Prince 
was forced off the field-by majbr Kennedy, 
and the other officers, while the French 
forces and fome few Scotch, kept the duke's 
army for foihe time at bay|||:o prevent an

A great number of gentlemen went tc;

thence tt> Faroline ixi'Lovat's country, 5 
^miles ; and thence i mile, more to Caftle- 
laige, or Gortulaigu ; where they met 
lord Lovat, .and drank-2 or 3 glaffes of 
wine* 

Here lord Elcho i^^ his leave, and fet 
forwards for Kihlo^-i?^oidart, where he 
arrived a few days after the battle j not a 
Jittle difgufted, that greater deference. had 
mot been hitler to to^d ^im.

The next day; being the .19th, the Prince 
vraifed Xome hours, in hopes <5f getting 
intelligence, of fome 'of his friends : bat 
hearing nothing, he was obliged to fet but 
on foot (the horfe road not only being atout^ 
fcut fo bad, as to be fcarce, if at all, paflable) 
and, thereiait, wall^ed over, almoft inac:» 
ceffible mmntsrins, to thj? Glen of -Morar, 
QT KenlocS-Morar, and thence to Boifdalc, 
or .

make the entrance eafien 

At this hut the laird of Clen-Ronald went 
to pay .his refpeds to the Prince, .and 
promifed his affiftance'to get him /afe out 
of the kingdom ; towards which, his lady 
afterwards afTifteti, for (he ftnt the Prince 
'fix good fhirts, fome brandy and wine, 'and 
every thing ^Ife that was iieceflkry and com- 
fortable, as we (hall fee in the fequel. 

On the 1 6th, it was thought proper that 
the Prince fhould remove from this nafty 
hut, and go 16 miles farther into, the coun- 
try, a$ far as. the jjpuatain of Durradalc 
or Corridale, in South Uiil^ and there wait 
till fortune would be more favQurable ; hav- 
ing firft fen t Donald M'Leod in Camp^tr* 
boat to the continent of Scotland^ 'with let- 
ters to Lochie) and John Murray, the 
fecretary, to know jhcw affairs flood ; and 
Donald was to carry cafii and bran^Jy back 
with him to the Prince. 

Donald met Lochiel and Murray, at the 
head of Loch-Arkaig : But got no money 
at all from Murray, who faid, ' He had, 
^*. none to give, for that he had only fixty 
* Ipuis-d*or8 for, himfelf. * 

t)onald having received the anfwers 

from Lochiel and Murray, purehafcd two 

• anchors'of branoy at one guinea each anchor, 

with mmch difficulty. * At this time/ fays 
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Donald, * the Prince looked upon Murray. • 
•to have beeh one of his honeft, firm, 

* friends : But alas ! how he was mif- 

* taken !* , 

•Donald immediately returned, and found 
the Prince at Corradale, where he left him, 
having been 1 8 days away upon this expe- 
dition J but found him in a ' better hut, 
with two cow h^es plac«d up:,n flicks, to 
prevent' the rain from falling upon him, 
when afleep. During M^Leccl's abfence, 
tne Prince diverted and fupported himfelf 
atid company with hunting, Ihooting and 
iilhing^forhe ufed often to go down to the 
foot of the hill upoinhe fhote, and ihtrt gp 
on board a fmiall boat, w^hi(:h was rowed a 
little way, arid then with liand lines catche4 
lyths, fomewhat like a jft^Ing cod ; and alfo 
pfed to Ihoot deer, and'other game* 
, It i$ furpfifing to thmk f hat the Prince ^ 
could be kept fafe above three weeks, ia 
ftich a place, when .upwards of 100 people 
knew- where he was, arid his enemies were 
daily put upon the fcout on all fides. Both 
Cler.-Ronald and his brother Boifdale iaw - 
the Prince at Cbrradale, 

Vllie militia a|;)out this time went to the 
iiiand of Irafld, lying 'between fhe iflaaids' 
of ijarra and Sputh Uift, whicli ib ai^jo^t • 
3. miles, long and one Broad, and is t'.. v.^ry 
firft Britiih ground the Prince Unded at,; • 



The militia, I fay, beiijg got thitlrer, otlig'- 
ed the Prince and j^bmpan'y, to think of 
parting and fhifdng^ltheir quarters. ' 

On the 14th o/June, the Prince, O'Neit, / 
Sullivan, . E^yard Bufke, and Donald 

\ M^Leod, failed from the foot of Corradale, 
m Campb^l'^s boat, and landed in Oliia or 
Fovayaa ^n ifland lying between South Uift 
and Benhicula. 

Here'^they" ftaii^ 4 nights, and on the 
.1 8th, th^ Princp, O'Neil, and a guide, went- 

^ to Rufhnefs, apd Sullivan and M'Leod were 
left in Ouia. Here the Prince ftaid two 
nights ; and thVn received information, that 

• the militia weracominl^towards Benbii:ula j 
which made it neceffary to g<?t back again to v 
the foot of Corradale : But hefcarce kncsit ' 
what to do, as the mifitia boats had been 
fonl^ time between Oi^ia and Roiflmefs, 
Donald M*^Lf od and SalHvan; hearing o| 
this, fet fail in the night, and brought the 
iPrince froni. Ru&nefs to CoVradale again r 
.but meeting with a violent Itormn and heavy 
rain, they were forced into Uifhnefs point, 

• 2 miles and j» half IST, of Corradale, galled 
Achkirljideailifli, a rock upon the fhbre^ in 
a cicft bif which they took up their quarters : 
tli^ ftbrm lafted a whole day. ' • 

At hji^ht, finding their enemies within: ^ 
,two nules of them, they failed agaiil, and 
arrived Mely 2it-Celieftiella j from wKence 
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they fteered. towards Loch-Boifdale, when 
one oh board fwore there was a long boat 
before them in their wliy, no doubt full of < 
marines, fo wouM go no farther, altho' Do- 
nald M^Leod was^ofitive oa the contrary; 
^ffiiring them, thatjt was nothing but a lit- 
tle 'rock in the water, which he knew very ' ' 
issrell ; and which had the appearince of . a 
beat at a diftance : But yet^ the f<wlors ^ 
would not believe him ; fo they returned 
back again to Celieflicllai and ft:aid#the¥e 
that night, and next day got to Loch-Boif- 
dale, where they got the difagreeable news , 
of Boifdale's being *iade a prifoner, Sff^. ' - 
When they firft fet out from. Corradale for 
JLoch-Bbifdale, they efpied ^three fail with- 
in cannon-fliot of the ihore, by break of 
day, and therefore were obliged to re- 
turn back again to • CelieftitUa in South 
Uift. — 

One^day as the Prince was faiiing up and 
down Loch-Boifdale, D6nald M * Leod afked 
the Prince, * If he once got the Crown, what 
f would he do with fir Alexander McDonald 
^ and the bird of M^Leod ?' * Oh, Donald,' 
faid the Prince, * would they not then be our 
^ own people ftill, let them now do wh^t 

* they will : what they have done,, is not adl / 

* to be imputed id their fault ; but it h ^* * . 
^/together owing to the power prefident 
t^]hMs bft§ mx their Judg^^mi m theft^^^ 1 
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.^ matters, riefides, (continues he) if ever 
^* the kingdom was reftored. We Ihouid be as 
^ fure bf them th^n for friends, as the other 

* people are now ; they being always for: 
^ thofe in moil power. I blame, indeed, 
^ (iays the Prince) young M^Leod, much 

* more than his father, for he was intro- 

* duced to me in "France, and folemnly pro- 

* mifed me all the fervice in his power ; 

* which he, as a gisntlemin, fhould - not 

* have done, when he did not refolve to 

* perform the leaft title of it, as I now fee 

* plainly/ 

While they were her-e^ Donald M'Leod 
efpied two fail, which they took for French 
ihips, but they proved to be EngHfli men 
Df war } which, however, gave tfieih up 
trouble. _, 

Here the Prince refted fome days, and 
found himfelf in a moft defperate fituation, 
for he had got intelligence that capt. Caro- 
Jine Scot hsd landed at Kilbride, within lefs 
than two mile§.of him.' This obliged the 
Prince to part fi*om, his conftant attendants^ . 
Sullivan*^ faithful Donald M^Leod, and his 
guide Burke, and all the boat'^j crew ; keep* 
ing only O'Neil: and two (hirts was all 
their baggage. 

* When tie parted from Donald M^teod^ 
there was an appointment to meet again at a 
cert^ placed by difierent ways. Pgnal^ 
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then went fouth about, but all the men left 
tlie'rrince except O' Neil ; upon which he 
was obliged to fink the boat, and fhifl? as 
welt as he could' for himfelf : here we muft 
Jeave the Prince yet a while. 

The others, after parting with the Prince, 
ftaid in the field two nights, having only the 
fells of the boat for a cover. On the 3d 
night, they went farther into the.Loch, and 
. refted thereabouts for other two nights, 
when they got fight of fome of the red- 
iCoats ; . which then forced theni to the north 
fide of the Loch» 

On the 5th of July, Donald M'Leod 
; was taken prifoner by AUap McDonald of 
j Knock, in Slate, in the ifle of Sky^ a licute- 
I nafat, who, at the fame time, took M * Donald '^ 
\ oi the family of Glenaladale, and Mr. Forcft 

^ Romifh prieft. ' , -- 

i They w^re carried from place to place, 
and ^t laft to Applecrofs-bay, in the ifle of 
Sky J and there put* on board the Furnace, . 
capt. Fergufon. Donald M*Leod was 
immediately carried into the cabin to gcr 
neral Campbel, who examined him' vefy 
pircumftantially. 

The general alked him,/if he had been 
jilortg with the young pretender ? ' Yees, - 
• (laid Donald) L winna denee it/ ^Doybu s 
:^^. know,' faid the general, what money was 

*^^'X\»i gentaaa's bead?. Nq )^\

The general could not avoid admiring 
Ponald's honour and generpfity, and his 

, contempt of gold^ when put in competirioft 
with virtue. . 

T)onald was conveyed on Qiip board to 
^ 'Tilbury Fort, and thence remov^ to^o®- 
don, arid at laft .was difcharged out pf a 
meffenger's hands, (where he had been gi- 
little time) on the roth of June, jj^47, 
which he faid^ he would ever after celebrate 
as t}ie day of his deliverance. 

Burke, after parting from the Priiicei 
went over North Strand, or North Uift^^ 

. wh^re he Ikull^ed in a- hill called Eval, for 
near feven weeks ; twenty days of wI;uQh 
he had not any meat,' except cUlfe and lajh- 
mocks [a -kind of fcdl-J&ik'^ ^ About tfe^- 
time, a paper liad been rea^ in all the kTrksj^ 
ftri^ly fprbiddiug aji perfons to s^m^, 
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4iiorfel of meat to any rebel, upon fqvere re* 
Jigious penaltief,— Thus the ^lace ^pJDdititr 
•ed to preach the\lt>(Elrine of Chrift, was 
proilituted to quite ^^ontrary purpofes, viz^ 
forbidding to feed t^ie hungry, or cloatl^ 
the naked', &fr. 'If thefe are how 'the kirk

♦ Mifs Flora M'Doaald as daughter of — M<D<v 
nald of Meltoi>y in t^c ifland of Uift, ddfc^nded from 
Clen- Ronald's family. lierfathci*dicd> when(hewa« 
an infant^ leaving one fon and her. Her tnpthcr mar- 
ried again to one Hugh McDonald of Armadale, in 
the ifle of Sky ; and has hy him' two fons and two 
.daughters* This gentlemao is eftieemed the .ftrongeft 
man of the name of .M>< Donald* * .

ful fervant, Nal M'Kechan, with her, (he 
accompanied 0*Neil to the Prince, where 
every thing neceffary was concerted, and 
Mifs promifed' to iife her ijtmoft to put 
their fcheme in execution, in cafe another 
method failed, which ihe there hud for them, 
and then returned to Melton again.

In going to crofs one of the fords, Ihe 
and her man, Neil M'Kechan, were takeiv 
prifoncrs, by a party of mflitia, becanfe ihe 
had no paffport., She demanded to fee 
their officer; but being told Re would 
jnot be there till next morning, flie aiked< 
vlhathis aam^ wasj and theii luadiBg Jbyt 
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. .washer own ftep*father, (he chofe to fla^ 
there all mgtit, till he fliould arrive next 
day,.. t?;ther, titan aqfwer their queftionsw 
So Ihe was carried into the guard-room, 
and kept, prifoner, till relieved by her fa- 
/ther.in-iaw, who atriyed in the forenoon^ 
-an Sunday,. June 22d, and w^not a little 
furpriied to fee Mife Flora in cuftody. 

Mifs M^Dijpald tpok him afide and told

for one Betty Burke, a woman who was a

The tim^ appointed being come^ ladv . 
<aen. Ronald, ^ (another M'Donald,) Mifs, 
Flora, and her man M*Kechan,' conduftei^- 
by O^Neil^ went to the Prince tiglit milea 
^ft^iit^ and carried with xhe^ a &ew drefs^ 
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arici fome other j[:hings to fefve hin^ ip W^^ 
Voyage; particularly, a. part* of a bottle *&f.^ 
white wine, being all that the militaty pfi<W* 
, pie had le;ft Clen-Ronald, This the Prince' ' 
took fpeciai care, of, /and would not taftc . ' 
one drop of it, but preferved it for \M 
female guide. 

When they ^trived hete, they foutid the 
Prince in a little hut, cheerfully rdafting 
and drefling dinner, which jf^^ the^eart,- 
liver, and kidneys, of a (heep, upon a wooA-* ' 
en fpit, ' ^ 

O'-Neil introdiced thefe vifitors to the 
Prince j, they were overpowered with com- 
paffion and forrow, until the Prhice cheei^ed 
them with an aiFable piece of jnirth,. and- 
with a confcmpt of his fiifferings, faying, 
»* the wretched to-day, may be happy to-mor- 
• row J* and growing ferious, faid, * all great

, f ty of CampJbcl^s men, were at her houfe,

This obliged her to return immediately ;. 
fo, after taJking leave of the Prince, fee 
fet forwards to her own houfe, where 
Fergufon immediately examined her very 
ftriaiy : ' Where have you beeii, madam ?* 
iays he j (he mfwered, * To fee a child that 

* had been IGcr^ ,but is nowtbetter again/ 
The captain "kfked *many more queftions, 
fuch ks, * Where ^his chili was ? how far 

* it was off from thence ?' ?S*r. * - 

Lady Clen- Ronald and the other McDo- 
nald being gone, : Mifs bid the Prfftce to 
prepare, tor it was time to ^o ; on which 

* Lady Clen- Ronald was taken pri&ner foon after^ 
T^nd ptit on board a njan of war ; her hu/band- was ta-. 
Jccn and put on board another, and conveyed to the ' 
Thames, and there lay fome time : they were again" 
carried up to Londbn, and detained there, m cuftodjr 
of a meffcngcr ; the firft at Mr* Money's, and the latter, 
on the I ft of Nov€ml?er, at Mr. William Dick's, sdpnff 
with his brother of Boifdalc, capt. Malconi M< Leo^ 
amd Roger M * Neal of Barra, eftj . In June following, 
-kc and his lady -were difmiff^d. At the fame tikic, Mr, 
2^1^ brought in cuftody, from on board (hip, Johii 
.Gordon, ef^ jcldeil fon of the '-famous Glcnbucket, 
who was moft judiciou/ly .accufed of reviewing hi§j&t- 
ther's trt)op8 ; altho% by the help of Dr. T^r, bs. 
had been quit'e blind for fix years before: H<^4^ ^ 
wa« dif^rgcd in Jwic ftlbving. - "-TiP^<- - 
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O^Neil bfegged hard to go with thein^ but 
Mifs Flora would on no account confent,' 
becaufe there would be too many of them 
toget^ier, and they itiight, therefore, be 
the more taken notice of ; fo the Prince 
and he took leave here of each other, in^n' 
liffe^onate manner. 

The^company being gone, Mjfs M*Do» 
nald defired the Prince ta put en his 
nem a/^/V^, which being fya done, they, 
with their crew, remoxea tnelr ' qu?irtefif 
ftear the water iidi^^f&hrt their boat was' 
a-float, to be re^S^in cai? pf any fuddea 
attack from t^eftore. * 

Here they arrived, in a very wet) conditi- 
on^ and' made a fire upon a piece of a rock^ 
to keep themfelves warm till night. They 
had not been long here when tiaey were a^ 
larihed by four wherries full of armed men, 
Approaching towards the flior^ : At thi*- 
fight, thfey extinguiflied their fite, and con- 
cealed themfelves in tlie heather, or ling ;• 
but their fears fooii vanirfied, for the wheN- 
ries failed ^quietly by, to the fouthward^' 
within gun fhot of them; . V 

On the 28th of June, about eight o'cTock 
in the evening, tlieyfet out in very clear 
Veather, but had not been gone above a 
league, before the fea became vtry i<>^^lH^ 
and ^t laft tempeftuous.^ The Prinee fe^i^,

towu not' far off. Notwithftanoing the ni^ht 
ftorm, MrfsM 'Donald was' fo iatigued> 
that die fell aflecp. on the bottoni gf the

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celd, and fal^ by her? left any thing flioul4 
hutt her ; or, left any of the boatmen, in 
the 3arky ftiould ftep upon her; but the 
jfea was fp rough, fbe. could not fleep long.

. fhouldleavethcifland J but O' Neil, finding, 
thi Prince had left the iflanii two days be^- 
fore, returned, to the place wherq he hai 
ieft the cutter. But unhappy for him^ the 
t^ffel was ^one about three hours be^re ;. 
for the timprouB Sullivan, having a faiFwfed, 
-'had^n6t^tx>«tIigJe ;to ilay for the Prince and

^/riiWflilei and left th^^^ 0*Ndi 
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were two finall wherries, juft within fighf, 
which , might, indeed in fome meafure, 
cxcufe the hen-hearted Sullivan, both the 
wherries being filled with armed men, 
which were fent out by^ an Englifli officer 
aTcer this cutter, but <:ould not get tb 
her. V ^ 

O'Neil was foon after taken prifoner, but 
bmg a foreign officer, was only a prifoner 
jof war : he was put on board a man of war, 
where, in a little time after, he faw Mils 
McDonald a prifoner alfo, for doing what 
he had been the inftrument of bringing 
about. He was afterwards conveyed to 
Berwick upon Tweed, and, after fome time, 
fent home according to the cartel.

In a Ihort time^ Kingfborough^s daughter 
went up in as great hurry as furprife, cry* 
ing out, * Mamma, mamma, my father has 

* brought heether a very odd, muckle, ill* 

, * fhaken up waife, as eever ay faa j nay,- 
*.and has taken her unto the hall tdo/ 

She had fcarce faid this before Kings- 
thorough himfelf went into the room, and 
defired his wife to drefs again, as faft as fhe 
could, and get fuch meat as they had ready 
for fupper. — ' Who have you with you ?* 
fays Mrs. M*DonakJ. * Toil Ihall know 

* that,' replied he, * in good time, only 

* make hafte/ 

Mrs. McDonald then defired- lier daugh- 
ter to go. and fetch the K^ys, which fhe had 
left in the halL The girl went and foon 
ran back again in a greal hurry, and faidi 

* Mamma, mamma, I canna gan^ een for

^ is a walken up and down the haU,* and j 

* am afraid of her* (meaning the Prince^) 
Mrs. McDonald then went herfellF, but was

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flie defired her hufband to fetch them, but

When fhe went into the room, the 
Prince wasfittmg, but got up immediately, 
and falutcd her : Mrs, M'Dqnald then begaa 
to ' tremble, having found ,a rough beard j 
imagining it was fome diftreffed nobleman 
or gentl^an in difguife, b»ut never dreanied 
it was the Pripce. She, therrfore> went 
direftly.out of the room, with the keys in 
her hand,, to her huflband, without jGiying 
one word to the Prince,, and greatly imn^ 
portuned Eangfborough t<5 tell her who- 
it was } and if he (meaning the pcrfon 
in difguife) could tell any thing of what 
was become of* the Prince.

I hope the reader -will excufe me, for 
giving this dialogue in their own words ; 
ijot being able to give a better idea of the 
figure the Prince muft have- made, and of 
the diftrefs he was in^ than in their own way 
0f e>{prefling th$;ir meaixing. 

At fupper the Prince^ placed Mife Elo^ 
fa at his right hand, (always paying hef 
the greatcft refped wherever, (he \yas, 
and always nfing up whenever flie entered, 
the room) and Mrs. McDonald at his left. 
He •'made a plentiful fupper, eating four 
eggs, fome collops, bread ixwA butter, drank 
two bottles of imall beer at iupper, .and

When the Prince and Kingfborougfr 
were going from ^Mongftod to Kings- 
Iborough, the- Prince faid he propofed go- 
ing to the laird of M'Leod^s, as being' 
a place the government's people would nor 
fafped : but Kingfborough woiild not 
agree to that ; and gave fome of his rea- 
fons to fuppart his opinion : 'What, (fays 
•the'Prkice) do you think that M'Leod> 

* to his former doings, would add that of

Kirigfborough alfo faid to the Prince, -I 
cannot remember or conceive, what it was

^ tell you, (faid the Prince) you could not 

• avoid going, for I have been the parti- 

• cular care of Providence^ land that fent

After the Prince was gone to bted, Mi-s; 
McDonald defired Mifs Flora, tq relate 
the Prince'i adventures as far as flie; knew 
of them ; which fhe did : and when ikt had 
concluded her ftory, Mrs. M^Dohald ^iked 
her, * What was become of the boatmen.

' be expeded, when people are ruled by , 
thofe they pay. . By'thefe threats of tor- 
ture, I. fay, the men Yeveajed all they kneTv^ 
and gave a defcription of the gownj being 
a linen or cotton go>#i) with purple fpriga 
thickly ftainpt, and a white apron. This^ 
thought of MrSi M 'Donald determined Mif^ . 
Flora to defire the Prince to change his drefs^ 
aB we fliail find prefently he' did ; being 
himfelf not willing^ to march any farther iit 
that dreik^ having fbundv it too troublefome 
rile day before., .... - • - 

This great feaft^ which the Prince had 
got, . being the moft . hlaterial ri^/re(hn)enf 
he had met with for a long time^ agreed f6 
Well with binl, that he flepl nine or, ten 
hours without interruption, whtreas> va. % 
general, way, he feldom reqi^ed above three 
Qr foiir to reft- . ; : 

Morning being come and fau advanced, 
Mifs McDonald began to be afrgid, -.left 
the Prince lying too long, Jhould give hi» 
enemies time to overtake bini, and there- 
fore d€:fired Kingtboiough to go into hia ^ 
'looni, to call him up ; who", with nmch 
perfo'Tion, went; but finding, the Pnnce 
in fo found a fleep, Would not waken hitn^ 
ftnd fa retired quietly out of the Tooin

j ready for his journeyv Mifs McDonald

•dirpwn into a<]ungeon, heavily loaded with 
irons* While hft was prifoner, one of the 
captains of the ilfngUih forces went to him, ' 
and aiked him, ' If he could tell the PrinceV . 

♦ head, if he faw.it ?* Kingfborough trem- 
bling at the thought of the Prince being ^ 
niurdered, faid, * fie could not engage for

One M'Leod of Tali&ar, sji officer 
in one of the independent companies^ de- 
fired one of the M'Donalds, who lives , 
four miles from Slait, to fend for Mffs Flpra, 
to examine her about wjiat had happened : 
Accordingly, about ei^ht pr nine days after. 
Mifs Flora got home, ilie received a meffage 
from this McDonald, tP go to his houfe as

Mifs Flora being,*,ntt a little fufpicioua 
of the ^efign, thjudfe^ P%T^'' ^^ communi-. . 
cate to herfriendl, ^at#ie had done, and ' 
confult then^ a^ to what (he fliould do ; up- 
on which they 'adVifed her not to go ;

She had not gone far on the road, be*

The feip, on which fee was aboard^ wa» 

^ feme time in Leith r9ad, and after being: 
conveyed from place to place, fee was at laft^ 
on JlJovember 28th, 1746^ put on boafct 
the Royal Sovereign,, lying ^% thft^'Nbr^ . 
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whciice, op the 16tb of December following, 
flbe'wHs removed to London in cuftody of . 
Mr. William Dick, a meffenger, having 
been five months on fliij)-board. In this 
tneffenger's cuftody (he remained until July. 
NI747, when flie was difcha/ged>, and return- 
ed to Edinburgh, 

This relation is tak^n from the remain* 
der of 0*Neirs- journal, and from the 
mouths of Kingfborough, his lady, and Mifs 
Flora. McDonald. 

Having concluded the hiftory of Kings- 
borough and Mrni M 'Donald, I muft now 
return tQ the Prince again. 

Kingfborough liaving fent to the laird 
of R'aaza for his affiftahce, captain Malcom 
M'Leod, (an officer under the PrinQe at the 
baule of Falkirk and Culloden) and Murdock 
M'Leod, third fon of Raaza, (wounded in 
tjbe fhoulder at Culloden by a muiket (hot) 
:^et tht Prince ^t Portree, in the ifle of., 
Sky, wliere Mifs M 'Donald left him *. 

They ft^d but/a little time after their 
arrival, and tfien they attended thC/ Prince 
td.the fm&lf Boaty wherein John M\lieod 
the young laird of Raaza waited, very impa- 
tient to fee what fort of mgn thePrince was.

Captain Malcom returned home again, 

tjut wa$ not:, many days there, before he 

jwas, taken prifoner, and was detained on 

^ board a Ihip, conveyed into the Thames, 
ftn<]i on the ift of November, 1746, was re^ 
moved to London, and there kept in the 
hands of Mr. William Dick, a meflenger, 
till July 1747, and then was, difcharrged. 
He had cleared himfelf pf taking arms* in 
behalf of the Priifce, by furrendering with 

^ ,md jKuePy ac<;otding tp th^ dyke.of Cumb^r^ 
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land^^ proclamatibn. He and Mifs M^JDb- . , 

' nald returned to Scotland together. All 
this account was literally taken from cap- 
tain Malcom M*Leod Hinafelf. 

I'obferved that the Prince IfijFt the ifland 

. for the continent of Scotland, the 5th of 
July, under the care of the old laitd of 
M'Kinnen, The night proved tempeftu- 
OU3, and ^the coafl was very dangerous; 
they aifo met a boat, in which were fome 
armed militia, with whqm they (poke : and, 

. as the militia did not niuck exceed their 
own number, the Prince and crew refolved 
to make all the head they caiild, and prepar- 
ed to fight^ in pik they had been attacked. 
But, -in fpite of all thefe dangers, they 
landed fafe at Moidart, about 30 miles 
from the place they fet out from ; and 
.\^ent again to Angus McDonald's houfe 
iat Boradale, tvhere he changed his drefs, 

. ind Icnt'for vM'Donald of Glenajadale, of> 
.Clanronald's family. > 

[ Many of thofe who read this account, 
will fcarce think it poffible, that the Prince 

' could have efcaped being drowned i^i fo 
many ftorm^, when in f the open f^as^ in 
fuch fmall vefle}s, the largeft of which ^s 
heav^ laden with men^ and fome of tlSena 
could fcajrce hold fix people ; did not fome- 
thing iike thi3 .appear in the o^avd editioa 
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ci Aafon's voyages, ^.575* *-The chtWn^; 
^ of a fixty gun fhip (being- only an kjpcm^ 

* boat of about 22 feet in lehgth) Vas.fiz 

* weeks on the ocean, cxpofed to ftorms 
^ and tempefts, and yet weathered it the 
^ whole time.* 

After having landed the Prince, the lajrd 
of M.^Kinnen took his leave, and fet fort- 
ward^ in the fame.boat, on Jiis return home ; 
but was taken prifoner in Morar, in*hts 
paflage back, (fo clofe was the Prince pur- 
fued) and wa3 conveyed into* the Thames 
by fea, and there, partly on -board, and part- 
ly at Tilbury Fort, was kept a clofe 
prifoner, until he was removed to the new 
goal in Southwark, where he wjis put into 
irons, and in ^747, was removed into the 
hands of the meffenger. 

Glenal^dale, as I pbferved, being fent for, 
came, and th^n infbn»cd the Prince about 
l.oqhiel, Keppoc, and others ; and that the 
Icfs at Culloden, and after the battle^ wag 
not near fo great jis* Sullivan and OfNi^l 
had reported. 

The Prince then propofed to go to 

. iochaber, where he believed his beloved 

' XocMel was :but as all the paffes were' fq 

clofisly guarded, it was deemed, at that time, 

impradicable. For one line was formed . 

ffom laveroefs to Fort Auguftus; and frofl» 
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thence to Fort William, to prevent ^Sther 
the Prince or any other from elcapmgl 
' And another line was formed from the head 
of Locharkaig, to preyent any paffing in or , 
outof Lochaber. . ^ 

The Prince continued fome day^ in that 
country (GlemBrafdale,) about ten miles 
from Moidart, and fiaid until he heard of 
the arrival of general Cappbel> owith 400' 
mlh, on one fide of hkn, and captain Caro- 
. line Scot with 500 more, on the other ; they, 
having received intelligence whereabouts 
the Prince was, w^e formmg a circle 
round him j and were not two miles diftant 
from Kim« 

The Prince then, having an account x)f 
.this, was advifed to go to the ^raes of Glen* 
morifton, and there, and in Lovat's country, 
to xj^tinue, until the . pafies ihould be 
opened. In this /fit^^tion, he fent- for Mr. 
Donald Cameron of Glenpane, to be their 
guide to the Braes of Locharkaig;' he 
came, and in the night, conduded the Prince 
very' fafe thro* the guards, who were iu 
the pa*, and went fo clof^ to their tents, 
as to hear them fpeak, being obliged to 
« creep upon their hands and knees. At the 
^ iia;ne time there :wrent with the Prince Gleu- 
;iladale, his brother, add two ybung boys, 
ions Of Angus McDonald of fioradaue. 
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': After this, the Prince dbntinued hi^ 
journey for Glenmorifton's cbuntry ; ancl 
as he was travelling one day^ and having' 
only Glenaladale with him, the latter loft 
his purfe^ with forty guineas in it, in goin^^. • 
abbut three nailes^j he lamented this mif- 
fqrtune' the more, becaufe it was all the - 
money they had, the Prince having none 
left. This gentleman propofed, to go bacH* . 
?^nd feek for it, faying, *,He was certain he * 
> coufd go the very fame road, and fliould 
•^rtdit. The Prince oppofed it'j buthe^ 
fiktwirig how rnuch it n^ay be wanting, went 
back, defiring the Prince to wait, and reft 
himfelf behind the' hill .adjoining',- till; he 
£iould return* / • , 

' The gentleman being gone, and the. 
Prince at Ijis poft, meditating^ "^^^; ^^ 
goodnefs" of Providence to hii)lL(elf .-mtfiertd,' 
tho' often, in the midft of thegj*eateft dan-* 
ger» ; when,. at Xome diftarice, he efpied a' 
party ^f foldiers advancing, tipoh which he 
hid himfelf ; but yet in fucK a mi^imer,: as 
to fee the foldiers, who weilt near bj^V^^^ 
wettt the vety route whe?e the Prihce. sPtiU' .

* theit' pp*:er to give. • To this the Prince 
replied-^ only, ' Th^t'he hoped to find a 
* time to return the- good witl of the Rates/ ' 
Ivithout giving the duke any fatisTaftion, 
whether ^he accepted theii^ o^er or not. . 
' The king, at this, difpatched a-coiirier to 
.fcome, with ^n account of all thiat had 
. paffed : The Prince fent tlfo to his father, 
tod^the c6urt. b^ing willing to "^ait the 
tefult of this, occafioned a ferther delay. , 

As no part of thefe proceedings were a , 
iecret,,' there was fcarce any thing elfc' 
talked of at Paris ; and arfiongft the- gene- 
rality of all degrees, the Princess cbndu^ 
wa$ applauded. .', J 

Two of the diftinguiflled charafte^fticl 
©f tlie French nation, being, the enty x 
kfe apt to conceive of the excell«nce of ; 
perfoa not bom amongft them j^and 
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licit love ^nd reverence, ey^en toidoli^ 
ing their foyer^igti ; we iquft be ^blig^ 
/ CQnfefs, that the merit \hey vouGhTafedl 
|o acknb\rledge in a foreigner,- inttft b^ 
^extraordinary >indeedf and thsct h^ who v$ 
ipapable of rivctUiug tljeir king's condud in 
their eftecm,. muft have fomething of a difr 
liri^iibing dignil^y about him. 

The miiiiftiy could not brook thfe, an^ 
Were refolved to get rid pf the Prince at 
any rate { and^, therefore, li^ithout waiting for 
the return of the courier from* Rome, pre- 
vailed upoij the king to fend the duke d? 
Gefvres a fourth time to hith, and infift 09, 
his immediate removal. . / 

The Prince now expxefled fome impatiir 
ence^-ajid told the duke, ^ That thoQgh hfs^ 

* jfhoiild alwjiys treat with refpeift, anyone 
^ who came to him from the king, yet hp 
^ was forry to find, he had t^e trouble c^ 
'f repeating fo oftaia bufinef^ to which hV 
f could give no ear,, withouf hearing it frpm 

♦ thekiag hirafelt*^ The king being ao» . 
.guainted with this, and being impatient (• 
get rid -of the Prince ^t any rate^, and jte y^ 
loath to proceed to extrerajties, vouchfaf^d 
Kp write a letter to him, and f^nt,. with it, a 
tflank prder, to be filled up by himfelf, for 
W hat^yeariy ixm he pleifed j, both whic!% ^ 
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the duke de Gefvres was obliged to de- 
fiver. 

The Prince read the letter twic^ over, 
khd having paufed a little, threw the order 
from him, with difdain, faying, * The thing 

* req^uired from me is not corifiltei^it with 
♦'honour/ ' ^ 

This ambiguous proceeding both per- 
plexed and-ejtafperated the king ; a council 
was called, and therein it was refolved, j%o 
lend monfieur \t count de Maur.epas,^to ex- 
poftujate wiA the Prince on bis Jatecondufl:, 
and not to l&ve shim, ^till he had obliged 
him to declare in exprefs terms, what his 
intention was ; and withal to intimate to him, 
that if he did .not conform to the prefeijt 
'fieecffity of affairs, by leaving the kingdom 
* \Ai\i a good grace^ the miniftty would be 
_^b^ged to compel him to h.^-The mini' 
;fiers! the minifteh ! cried the Prince with 
<he greateft difdain ; * If you yil! oblige 
'. * me, monfieur le count, tell the king. That 
• ^\ am born to bres^k ^11 the fchemes of his \ 

* iliinifters ; and tell him, / know boiv it 
-^ cotOci be dbne^ but the lime 'is riot yet come

Jt is fuppofed, thd Prince had ado.ublc 
view ill afting in the manner he did : Firft, 
4o convince Europe, that the moft fbleij^ \ 
engagements had be^en entered into betwcea^ 
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6im and the court of France, arid were 
^11 broken, on |heir part ; knd fecondly, t6 
Ihew'tfie court, .that he was. not to be aiiy 
farther impofed upon, and that !ie couli 
fefent, is he ought, the artificer they had 
priiftifed upon him* /' 

The cou^-ier tieirig at ^length arrived^ 
brought a letter from thp Prin<!:e*s father 
to him, .enclpfed in one to the king, op6r^^ 
as it is faid,^ for the king's perufal : It' ^\ 
faid, the letter contained a 'Command to mt 
Trince to leave the French dominions, biit 
Without mentioning the tim^ when ; an4 
for that reafon, the Prince thought himftSF 
at liberty to ftay where he was, till he, had 
fixed on a proper place for his futjure res- 
fidence, as he had fonie relufliance to go t* 
Friburgh. 

The miniftry, -not knowing the Prin^ce'# 
real motives for ftaying, prevailed upon thte 
king to give orders^ for his bemg arreAed'^ 
and when the order was carried to be ligned^ 
the King faid, ' Poor Prince ! how difficuft 
** it is foj a king to be a true friend 1^ X^^ig 
feems to flicw, the kiftg did ' not forefee 
the ,un worthy treatment the Prince was t0 
recdtVe, from the hands of thofe cpm- > 
miflioned to arreft .him. This order,' figried 
-fei\it at thi«ee o'clock,* was blazed all dvsjr

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Twelve hundred guards were dra^nra 
tuty and placed in the court of the palace

I (hall now endeavour to give a little 
account of what became of fome of thofe 
who helped to compofe the Prince's army.

Lord George Murray was coflicealed vd,

Lord Ogil vie, lord Nairn, colonel Stew- 
art of Ardfliiel, colonel John Roy Stewart^ 
wd the Drummbnds, all got tp Frapcej 
fince which, colonel Roy Stewart diedL 

* Captain fiiay, furrendering: as a French 
officer, to Juftice Clerk, at Edinburgh, wjsis 
thence removed to Carlifle, where ne waa. 
tried and condemned for high treafon ; 

. l)Ut being an ofEcer^in the French fervice^ 
was foon difcharg^d and releafed upon the 
cartel, ' ; '• . * 

On the 15th of May, at Murt!eg, or ra- 
ther MurUgan, in the ifle of Morar, near the 
head of Locharkaig, the lord l^vAt, Ld- . 
chielj'inajor Koincdy, ^Glenbucket, Lochr 
j^^x Alexander M'JLeod;^.i4p^^r Cai^o- 
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roa, John Roy Stewart, Barrifdale^s Ion, 
fecretary Murray, and others,* about thir- 
teen, affembled, and it was then propofed 
aiid agreed.

in their t^onnets. Upon thi^, Lochierdtf- 
perfed his men, and crofled the loch in ^ .

When they, were going to remove him 
from Ediiibiirgh, his ijiother wrote to a cer- 
tain countefs, to defire heraijftance, to raifc 
a party in Yorkfliire, to attempt-, to refcue 
her dear fon ; . but the lady was fo provoked 
at it, that (he burnt the letter immediately^ 
ift great wraith. , * 

ThQ reft of the hiftoryoof Lochiel, doftor 
Cameron, and his brother th6 minifter,^! 
have given in the Princess efcape. Thfc^ 
other gentlemen all got fafe aboard.;. Lo- 
chiel got fafe to France, and was there made 
a colonel of I ooQ men, which he enjoyed 
to hjs" death, in September, 1748, wlien it 
was given to fir Heftor M'Lean, who, as' 
aforertnentiohed, was fo long coiifined in 
Newgate. Boftor Cameron >'as wounded 
at Gulloden by a! muftct biillet, which

AS I doubt not you are long fiAc^ac- 
qjiainted with the unfortunate turn oiT 
•ur affair$, fince my lafl: dated at Invernefs, 
fo in this I (hall not much trouble yotn^with 
i^vice concerning what' Js pad, efpecially 
as you had the moil important particular^ of 
the.aftion near Invernefe, and its confequeA- 
ces, in Murray's letter, which went frpia. 
hence in the beginning of May. There- 
fore I fliali confine myfSplf, chiefly, to what 
mor< immediarely regards your prefervatioa 
and Safety, which are, I again repeat to you,, 
of more value to me than my own. 
. The few friends and adherents . I have 
left in this kingdom, I ii;iean the fe'Sir wh* 
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dare openly appear and ad as ftich, are i^ 
daiiy expeftation oif your arrival m fome part ' 
plFScotland, or in England, with a force fuf- 
j&cient to retrieve our affairs, a^ leaft retard 
our fate. Indeed the laft advice Lhad from 
you, as well as thofe from the dul^e de Bpuil- 
lion, once gave me reajfoa to expe^that fucH 
a ftep would betaken by that coyrt which I 
•will ne^er tfuft again ; yet now, belie\^ me, 
(tho* I dar^ not fpeafc my. mind Were,, for 
obvious reafons) Ineither look for nor de* 
fire it. However, as his molt bhriftian 
majefty ms^y ^)e induced to mak^ another 
attempt, merely by the hopes of diftreffing 
England, exclufive of any regard to our in? 
ter^ft; and as he may employ, you in it^ 
with a view of* fecuring our, friends in that 
kingdom, *1 think it incumbent on ine to 
warn ypi^ not to be drawn into the fnare, in- 
to the fame gulph of ruin into which I aii> 
plunged. ' * ^ 

As I am almoft certain that ^ frefh invafioa 
cannot fucceed, fo, doubtlefs, you cannot 
cxped to gain either honour or profit by 
being concerned in it.^ And as the danger, 
with refpeft to your "own perfon, niuft un-^ 
doubtpdly b^ imminent, why fhouI,d you 
plurtge yourfelf into it ? Let thofe. who may 
liave fome profpefl: of advantage by it,^ or 
who are forced to obey the voi(;e of autho- 
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^ rity, embark in fuch defperate fchemcs, iet 
fuch alone undergo thfe aanger. You may 
be killed/taken, or wounded* Grant thh, 
and you muft confefe you yentiJTe'a lai^e 
ftake. And what do yx)u lay againft ? No- 
Nthing but a commander's pay, and that I 
hope you do not ahfolutely ftand In need 
ef. * if you are aftuated by a defire of con- 
tributing all ill your power towards, extri- 
cating me out of my prefcnt diftreffes, 1 
muft infift on your abandoning all thoughts 
#f that natiire. 
'-; One of my chief inducements for remain- 
ing here after being deferted by the prind- 
' , jpal of my followers, was to wait the ultimate 
: iflue of things,, and to lay hold of ^y^ even 
the fmalleft opportunity^ for retfieving our 
affairs ; but /uch I have never met with, nor 
do I now^expeft. The Scots, on wheml 
iiav6 hhj^ertp chiefly depended, ar^ far from 
being generally fo well affefted to us, as 
they have been reprefented, ThHr dread 
of the catholic religion is, I find, the greateft 
' ©bftacle to a hearty reconciliation with our 
family. How much reafon they have for 
this, I need not obferye to you. The ma- 
jority of their clergy, greatly altered from 
what they were in my ^ grandfa^her*s .days»* 
fired yith. apprehenfions for their kirfe^ and 
liavin]^ an abhonrentie of the church of fi^i^me 
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• feftJUed into them in their infaticy, Jihd fhfc 
ihcreafing as they grew in^years, have ex- 
erted themfelves, and made it their maim 

' bufinds to depreciate our religion, ahd re- 

^ prefent'his holinefs of Rotne as the grea<;ft 
monfter^on the face of. the earth. They 

•are ilo iei!s induftrious in decrying the prih-' 
tiples upon which our father claims the 
crown of his anceftors : His right of fuccef- 

^ fion, they teft us, hath no exiftence, . but 
in the miftaken notions, imbibed by fome 
pe6ple iii a wrong education ; hereditary 
ihdefeafible right is ridiculed, laughed oxaXot. 
i^oors, and'confounded with abfolute power i 
And fo reafonable do their arguments ap# 
;pear, ' that 'tis no wonder the people are ' 
influenced by them, fmce (for I think { 
ought truly to fi!>eak my mind to you) I my- 
felt have been in fome meafure fenfible of 

• their force. 

Ih England our affairs are ftill in a worfe . 
fituation.' There, the pulpit^ hath' in- 

' cetTantly thundered, and the "prefs hath 
taken arms againll us. Both clergy and 
laity are united in the fiiuiie caufe, which. 
<hey ftyl^*the cuufe of God and their c^^^n,^ 
tty; tb^ caufe of liberty-, the def e*nce ^oF. 
prtipejryV for all f^ifefa pcf-futtdfed, that the

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their lot, if a, Stuart fhould reign oirer" 
Aem* 

'lis true, w^r had, and ftill have, many 
fiiends In both kingdoms, but thofe in 
Scotland have not ability to make their 
fervices equal to their zeal, and thofe in 
England are nqt to be depended on. In- 
ftead of being received as the fen of their 
lawful king, the Britains looked, on me as 
the invader, the mortal enemy of their 
country, as one come to deftrcy their civil 
iaund religious liberties ; the laity of all rank* 
are more than ever prepofftffed againft us, 
and I fear it is impoflible for them^ever to 
}be re^laim^d. * * • 

The/pregoing letter broke off abrup'tly^ 
*rhich doubtlefs was v/Ith defign, as it api- 
years to be only a copy from the original^ 
which probably went to France, 
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My t&rdj - 

I Have his foyal hjghnefs*s orders to fend 
you fome account of his prefent di^gree- 
ablc fituaiionhere, tho' God know^ w^^ether 
fee is yet alive, or whether a prifoner or at 
BUrfv;.!: ;,te.j.rq^e? to caUiu^fi a fcttegl 
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fiFe as he hath lately paffed thf o* a ft ate oi 
liberty ; for I have not feen him nor heari 
a \vord of him thefe three day s^ but I hope ta 
f^e him in two more. Mean time^ as I am 
but too much at leifure, (being obliged ta 
keep clofe in an obicure room, in a lonely cot-- 
tage for fear of a diftovery) I fliall be the 
more difFufe in this letter ; tho' after all I am

land, and here I now begin to defpair of 
feeing any friendly fhip : Alas ! Trance is 
no longer to be trufted, and Scotland is a 
broken reed : — But of this, doubtlefs, yoii 
are already too well apprized. 

His royal highijiefs would have you ac*- 
quaint the king his father, that he wrote to; ' 
his brother in France, on the i ith inftant, 
but does not look for an anfwer ; I have, 
orders to fend a copy of, this letrer, -which 
you are to communicate to. \\\s majefty. 

. Happy had k been for his royal highnefa 
had he ^ever fet his foot in Scotland ; for 
it will be almoft a miraclfe if he efcape faiif; 
out of it. , Few are the remains of hig' 

' friends here, and numerous his ene^nics. 
The government, indeed, fcem^ not oV^r- 

[ fnUcitous to fecure his perfon, but whatQv.figr 
.La:'- 
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<he court reafon m^y be, fome (unluckilf^ 
ignorant thereof, tho* not ignorant of the 
great price fet.on his head) may think of 
doing themfelves and the ftate a confider- 
able fervice by finding out our retreats, 
*hich, if very carefully fought, "^ould, I 
ddubt not, be aCiength difeovered. 

Hitherto,' God be praifed, wjc have hap- 
j5ily e&aped, tho' furrounded .by enemies, 
Ibme of whom have more than^once entered 
ihevery houies in which we have beep ccn^ 
cealed, Aid that within a fe^ hours after we 
have left them ; nay, his royal highn^fs hath 
feveral times beheld his purfuers, and yet 
providentially got clear of them, Varipus 
have been the difguifes we have had re- 
courfe to for fafety, and which, under God, 
jKave been the immediate means of efffefti^g 
it. And pn thefe occafions bis rpyal highnefs 
!ji^th difcovered a greatnefs of ibul far fupe- 
lior to the moft pungent adverfity. Inftead 
ii^f being drove to defpair, or in the leaft caft 
4own, when on the brink of the pit he had 
the greateft reafon to dread fajling into, he 
hath preferred a compoiure of mind, a 
•eheerfulnefs of heart, i gaiety of temper,: at 
ayery new inftance of which I ^ould not' 
help being filled with^ admiration, 4ho* a 
^ontinuaJ,' a daily witnefs of ~bis hcrdc fecr' 
laviQur m th^ tnoH diil^efsf ^ orpumftanpieff 
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When traverfing the wild and lonely deft^rtj^' 
climbing the craggy rock-, or exploring t^e. 
,dark r^ceffes of Ae fubterraneous cavern^ 
inftead of t>ewaiiing his unkind foiNiwhe^ he 
hath often made himfelf merry \rith dir difc 
guifes; while himfelf perfonated by turn* 
the- various ranks and charafters of the 
Highlanders of both fexes, He< is at. 
pretend, 1 believe, in quarters of refrefh*^ 
ment, in the houfe of a>^ealous and con- 
ftant friend in the ifle of——, where he is 
to wait for me,* who dare not a^s yet quit vasf 
jprefent reccfs. And great need he hata 
of fuch a relaxation, having lately endured 
fuch fatigues as arc hard to be imagined, 
and* cannot be rightly conceived by one wha 
Imth never been in this difmal country, ancl' 
in the fame fbrlom .circumftances. He 
new repents of his ftay here, after ibeprin-. 
cipal of his followers deferted hini^ m^i waat 
over to the continent. He had the 'fa£Kie 
opportunities, the fa,me veffeb might b^vc 
conveyed him hence, but he generoufly re« 
folved not to abandon the poof, faithful 
Highlanders, while the leaft^ ray, of ho^ 
that hi^ affairs could poffibly be retrieved 
was left* Me knew that thefe unfortunajtcr 
people, . who for his fake had invotvet 
tfaemfelves ia their prefent unhapp^f cu^ 
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cumftanGes, could.no longer hope for a turn 
ef Fortune's wheel in their favour, than 
while hj2 remained among them, ready to 
catch the fir ft opportunity for repsdring pall 

• iliisforiunes. ' . 

And fuch an opportunity, alas ! was too 
Ibng eipefted here, thro* the fruitlefs pro- 
inifes of thofe 'whofe intereft it furely was 
to have performed them, A few men of 
l»rar, and only 6000 land forces, might have- 
recovered all, efpecially ui cafe of a diyifion 

^ in the fouth. But even thofe .(tho^ more 
^ere proipifcd, i^ the exigency of affairs 
Tjequired them) are now no longer looked 
for^ nor fo much as a twelfth part of them,

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Ihinctythzt if our attempt fliouldbe I'enewejJ^ 
we muft only expeQ; a ftill greater aiid more 

V general oppofition ; and hence appears the 
Kid confequence of fo ill fupportihg our late 
undertaking. It fhould have been vigour- 
oufly carried on by thofe who fet it on fobt^ 
Or it ought never to have been begun j for 
the mortification confe^uent upon our ill 

; fuccefs, is ftill the more aggravated, as we arc 
not in fo good a fituation as before the fiau 
'tal projeft was brought to execution. TJie 
manner in which his majefty hath,.n6\r, 
attempted to recover his right, hath, I fear^ 

, 4eftroyed every future oppbrtur^ty* whicftt • 
fortune might have in ftore for him. By 
his connexions' wiffa the old and moft in« ' 
;jreteratie enemies of England, and who are 
now at open war with her, and fhe perfedtljT. 
iatisfied of the juftice of her caufe, he hath 
only extended the diftance betwixt himfelf 
and .the affedions of not only the kidgdorat 
of England, but thole in Scotland ';ind Ire^- 
land alfo. And as this attempt hath beea 
unfuccefsful, tho* made in the moft favour- 
able cohje(3tare that could have be<^h wi{he4»' 
or at leait (in reafoa) hoped for, it will be in- 
y^m to repeat the trial. 

. The above are not only my fentiments but • 
^0^6 of his f oyal highnefs. aUb ^ wha- hatfc 
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jbpt too late ei^perience of the little intereft 
^s family hath, or can hope to raife in the

fsimily paiift go to deftrudi^n, and I ftiuft Jofer 
ipy Jiie in my oKJ age. Such ulage tooks^ 

. rather like ^ Turkilh or Perfian government^ 
than like aBritifli,^ Am I, my lord^ the 
fsAi father that has had an undi^iful and 
unnatural fon ?

1715, with the hazard of" my life, and the 
lofs of my only brother^ than any of i?iy rank , 
in Scotland-; for which I had three letters 
of thanks from my royal mailer, by the 
hands of earl Stanhope, then fecrietary of 
ftatej in' which his majefty ftrongly pmmifed 
to give rhe fuch mark# of his favour as fliould 
■oblige all the country to be faithful to him y 
therefore the gracious king was as good a» 

, his word to me^^for as foon as I arrived at 
court, and was introduced to the kins; by the 
lateduke of Argyie, I became^ by degr'ees^ 
to be as great a favourite as any Scotch-

your royal highnefs in niy arms, in the park«

We are, in- 
deed, as well armed and provided with artil- 
lery and ammunition, thanks to the Englilli 
cowardice at Edinburgh, Gfladfmuir, and 
Carlifle ; but notwithftanding all this, what 
is inoft material, a fingle defeat to us in ui^ 
heart of the enemy's country would be bur 
entire ruin. For though we fhoui<i be able; 
to rally again, it would be impaffible to re* 
treat with fafety at fo great a diftance fron^^ 
home. * . ^ * ^ V 

You all know Very well that it was the , 
hopes of plunder and free quarters \«^hich.
